Festival of Performing Arts will be Friday, April 22 at 
7:30 p.m. with the Dancers and Musicians of Bali: Cudamani in the Museum’s Gartner Auditorium. This 
25-member ensemble of dancers and musicians is the latest phenomenon to emerge from Bali, a land famed for its 
hauntingly beautiful performing arts.
